Mv. Allen (Pop., Neb.) objected to a

He thought 
the amendment proposed by Mr. Lodge 
meant that there •would be more of a 
political war than anything els«. 


Mr. Hawley (Hep., Conn.) said it was 


not so much a cans uf war as informa- 
tion. Jso Ons knew what wero the 
facts. Great Britain herself did not 
know. He wanted tUe bill referred, be- 
cause it was the dignified, and proper 
way. Amendments could than bs con- 
sidered. 


Senator Chandler had read a po.titiota j 


in the British parliament crying arbi- j 
tration of all disputes between Groat 
Britain and the United tjtatfs, and 
Ssuator Teller said congress sbonkl up- 
hold the president. He never expected 
to see a president who would not uphold 
the Monroe doctrine aa American doc- 
trine: it was not internatioual law. 
Facts wers what was now wanted, to 
learn if the doctrine filled the present 
case. 


Mr, Teller said there was no haste in 


the matter. 
The boundary question 


was one of long standing, and Great 
Britain was taking uo eitraordin;try 
steps in regard to it. Ho did not care 
if the committee took a month to con- 
sider the bill. No impression of the 
solidarity of the United States would ba 
friven to the world by audnly hurrying. 
He was not in favor of war. War be- 
tweeu the United States and Great 
Britain would be the greatest struggle 
since the days of Alexander, and any 
one familiar with, conditions of today 
must- know it would be a universal war. 
In his judgment thgre would be uo war 
over so trivial .1 question. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Teller's 


speech Senator Morgan said he woald 
like to have the bill raferred to the for- 
eign relations committee, but unless 
the objection to its second reading was 
withdrawn it would have to remain ou 
the table. Mr. Allen refused to with- 
draw his objection and so the bill vrent 
over. Mr. Morgan said there was a 
resolution relating to this geueral sub- 
ject before the committee on foreign 
relatious,and he intended to call a meet- 
ing of the committee to consider not 
only this bu-l but also the resolution.

narrow :; nutritivo ratio—that is, con- 
taining us hirpe :: proportion of the ni- 
irosonous food constituents—as is per- 
haps necessary for best results from lay- 
ing hens. 


By using seme of the highly nitrogo- 


nov.s. byproducts with ground grain it is 
possiblv to feed a somewhat narrow ra- 
tion without 
fending an 
excessive 


amount of meat. 


With heus fed similar rations, when 


the liens cf smaller breeds give only the 
same egg yield us the hens of larger 
breeds, the eggs are more cheaply pro- 
duced by the smaller hen, but taking 
into consideration the cost of raising and 
the ultimate poultry value of the hens 
the profits will be equally or more favor- 
able for the larger hens.—Kew York 
Experiment Station.
